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Name and Number Are Keys 
To Upcoming Registration 


There are two important dates coming up for continuing 
and new MPC students. They are Thursday and Friday, Feb- 
ruary 1 and 2, in the Armory. These are the dates for final 
spring registration. And, as usual, there are some changes in 
the procedure intended to simplify and speed it up. 

One of the most significant changes, according to Philip 
Nash, data processing director, will be use of course cards in 
“signing” up for your individual classes. These course cards. 
which are just ordinary IBM cards, will be used instead of the 


customary role sheet you signed in 
the past. This method will simply 
necessitate your printing your four 
digit student number on a card for 
each class you want to take. 


“There are three items all stu- 
dents should remember to bring 
with them day of registration,” 
stressed Mrs. Louise White, regis- 
trar. “They are appointment card, 
ball point pen and enough money 
to pay any necessary fees.” 


Basically the registration proce- 
dure will follow 10 steps. (1) 
Grade reports for the fall semester 
will be distributed at the northeast 
corner of the Armory. (As a point 
of reference, the front door of the 
building is facing east.) (2) A per- 
mit to register will be presented at 
the front entrance to students hold- 
ing the correct appointment card. 
(3) Materials necessary for regis- 
.tration will be handed out in 
packet form. These will include a 
program card, name card, etc. The

name card will have your four-digit 
student number on it. 

The fourth step will involve a 
group 
struction in filling out the forms. 
Approximately 50 students at a 
time will spend 15 minutes at this 
station. (5) The forms for indicat- 


counseling session for in- 


ing your classes, class hours, etc., 
will be filled out. (6) The classes 
you have indicated will be checked 
to make sure you are eligible to 
take them. 

During the seventh step you will 
proceed toward the rear of the 
Armory, pick up the proper course 
and four digit 
numbers as explained above. (8) 
This 1s a check point where you 
may be instructed to return to 
other stations and collect further 
material, or told to advance to sta- 
tion nine and pay your fees. (10) 
You hand in your extra materials 
and thank your lucky stars it’s all 
over for another semester.

Macro, Mini-Classes 


Class Enrollments 
Flave Wide Range

If you’re reading this story at 10 
am in the A-V Room, chances are 
no one will notice, not even the in- 
structor. The class is Dr. Jack 
Leach’s Political Science 1A and 
has an enrollment of 137. In a 
class that size, you could probably 
murder your neighbor and no one 
would pay any attention. 


Don’t try that in Journalism 20 
or Drama 91B or one of the other 
courses in which the enrollment is 
three or under, though. In these 
classes, one absence is very con- 
spicuous. 


Dr. Leach’s gargantuan gathering 
meets Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday in the A-V Room. AI- 
though attendance is not compul- 
sory—roll - taking would consume 
half the period—Dr. Leach says 
that about 100 students show up 
for the sessions. 


“Impersonality and lack of eye- 
contact are the biggest problems I 
have with a class that size,” Leach 
comments. “I’d like to know each 
student by name, but that’s almost 
impossible. Why, a student will 
sometimes come into my office, 
saying he’s in one of my classes, 
and I can’t even recognize him.” 


Little Discussion 


Those enrolled in this morning 
mob scene complain about lack of 
group discussion and the imper- 
sonality apparent in a class that 
size. 

“Only a few opinions can be ex- 
pressed on each issue,” one politi- 
cal science major complained. 


“Most of us just don’t get a 


chance.” 


Essay tests are an impossibility, 
of course, so IBM tests are used. 
Dr. Leach, however, prefers a kind 
of oral exam called a “case report.” 
In this, a student chooses or is as- 
signed a Supreme Court decision to 
analyze orally for the class. He is 
questioned by both the instructor 
and the students. But even this test 
system suffers under the burden of 
overpopulation. Because of time 
problems, nearly half the class will 
never present a case report. 


Hidden Students 


Leach likes to have eye contact 
with every student, but since some

Alan W. Watts, theologian, edi- 
tor, religious counselor, philoso- 
pher, and author will speak at 
MPC Wednesday, January 17.

Wanted: Guy Fawkes 


Nearly one semester has passed, and it looks as if the Parliament 
has not exactly been a smashing success. The unique system proposed 
and adopted by students last spring and put into effect in the fall has 
produced little in the way of creative leadership and much in the way 
of pettiness and apathy. 

This is not to say that a Parliament will not work someday, some- 
where, as a form of student body government. It just does not seem 
to have worked here and now. One could pass over the Houses’ limited 
amount of action with the explanation that the new Lords and Com- 
mons are “learning the ropes” and getting on-the-job training. What 1s 
inexcusable is the high absenteeism at both individual and joint sessions. 
The only quorum in recent memory was gained when the chief justice 
specifically said he would do away with Parliament if enough members 
to conduct business did not show up. 

One Parliament member recently expressed his frustration and 
discouragement thus: “I stopped going to meetings a month ago because 
it’s a waste of time. We pass legislation without a quorum, work with- 
out Robert’s Rules of Order, and, in effect, take orders from our Prime 
Minister and Chief Justice. What gripes me the most, though, is that 
Circle K and Phi plan their strategies in the Student Union, then come 
to the meetings and dominate them. If you’re not a service club member, 
you're out of it.” 

Instead of threats or an anti-apathy campaign, we propose that a new 
constitution be adopted by the student body. This constitution is the 
one defeated by the Parliament system in the spring. We feel that it 
has much to offer in the way of an effective base on which to run a 
government. 

Specifically, 


this constitution apportions the legislature on the 
basis of the number of students enrolled in each division—Humanities, 
business, physical education, and so forth. Elections are held within 
each division to provide that division’s representatives to the legisla- 
Gure: 

The object of all this is to give the legislators somebody specific 
to represent, other than “speaking for all students,” as a Common or 
Lord does. With specific interests and goals in mind, each legislator 
would work for his own division, but in doing so, would be working 
for the school as a whole. It would create excitement and competition 
where apathy and absenteeism now stand. 

The approach of a new semester is an excellent time for evaluation 
planning. The novelty of the Parliament has worn thin, and 
al‘hough it was fun to have all that publicity about “our unique system,” 
p haps it’s time we got serious again. We have struggled too long with 
a alien, impractical system that has produced confusion and indiffer- 


and 


e: e. This is not to say that the present leaders of our government should 
not play a major role in some new system. For the most part, they are 
capable and sincere, but forcing them to work within the parliamentary 


framework is like asking a swimming team to set a world’s record in a 
tar pit. After a while, you get bogged down. 

We have made a specific suggestion about what to do to relieve 
the problem. The matter is now in the hands of the students. EY will 
provide copies of the suggested constitution if enough interest is express- 
ed before the next edition. The rest is up to you. 


Do you think MPC should 
operate on the quarter sys- 
tem? 


Judy Lodge (Textiles) Yes. Classes are more 
concentrated under the quarter system and you 
don’t have time to get bored with them. It’s good 
because you get vacations at the end of quarters 
(e.g. Christmas and Easter). Also the system is 
good for people who want to go to school year 
round and get through early. 


Joseph Norquist (History) It’s worth a try. rr 
A majority of the people I know in the universi- 
ties who have transferred from here like the 
quarter system better. The courses don’t drag 
out. Eventually junior colleges will probably have 
to use it, because all state colleges are going to 
and universities are already on it. 
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Kay Field (Dental Aasisting) If you’re on the 
quarter system you can get out earlier in the 
summer and go back later, giving you more time 
to work and make money. Also, when you take 
two weeks off at Christmas, as we do now, and 
come back it’s harder to get started again.

Pete Chmuck (Political Science) Yes. It gives 
you a chance to go into classes deeper, because 
you're taking only three classes. Also it’s not 


such a hassle to get all the classes you want. 


Mary Lou Clum (History) I really do. The 
quarter system eliminates the accelerated sum- 
mer program. A student faced with taking a 
summer course has to cram a semester’s work 
into six weeks. It would be good to have a year 
round program in which each part would be of 
equal value in material covered and time in- 
volved.

are perpetually hidden from view, 
this is impossible. Thus some can 
sleep or read for other classes or 
do many things that they might 
not do in a smaller class. 


Splitting the class into several 
smaller discussion sections might 
be the answer, Leach says. “This 
way, everyone can be involved in 
the interaction and attention can 
be focused on the individual.” 


Meanwhile, the idea of single- 
student focus is carried to the ul- 
timate in several highly-specialized 
courses. There are about half-a- 
dozen classes here in which the en- 
rollment is three or under. Of 
these, several have only one stu- 
dent apiece, but these are special 
tutoring session which usually do 
not meet regularly. Among these 
are Dr. Harvey Marshall’s Music 
90 classes, which are virtually grad- 
uate courses in a particular instru- 
ment or method. 


Morgan Stock’s Drama 91A and 
B classes meet together for con- 
venience, since there are only two 
students in each. They are direc- 
tor’s classes and the students in 
them have the responsibility of 
working with the less-experienced 
drama enrollees. 


Three Enrolled 


Another mini-class is Rod Holm- 
gren’s Journalism 20, a newswrit- 
ing class with an enrollment of 
three. Holmgren says he likes the 
informality and personal attention 
possible in a group that size, but 
he misses the “mutual stimulation” 
which a larger number can provide. 


Since that 1s also’ Dr; Leach s 
complaint about his class of 137, a 
compromise would seem to be in 
order.
